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PARDEE 


The name PARDEE in England seems originally to have been 
derived from the ejaculation “pardy” which in turn was a corruption of the 
French “par Dieu” and the equivalent of the Saxon name BIGOD. 


The Huguenot Society has accepted George Pardee—emigrant an- 
cestor of this family to America—as an eligible ancestor, as derived from the 
French family of PARDIEU—a house well known in Normandy for more 
than 500 years. 


Arms of the noble House of Pardieu is as follows: 
SHIELD : Or, a lion passant crowned gules. 


CREST  : A swan issuing argent. 2033006 


The parentage of George Pardee has been located in England through 
researches instituted by J. Homan Pardee, of Buffalo, New York. Through 
this research it is definitely established that the family resided for two 
generations in the neighborhood of Taunton, County Somerset, England. 


The acceptance of the English birth of George Pardee does not pre- 
clude the possibility that George Pardee belonged to a French Huguenot 
family. His grandfather, John Pardee, whose antecedents have not been 
traced, flourished at about the time of the earlier persecutions in France, 
and it is possible that he was among the Huguenots who fled at that time. 
This John Pardee came of good yeoman stock. 


Mr. J. Homan Pardee, previously mentioned, received from Mr. Hol- 
worthy from England a transcript of important records, which bear out 
the fact that Anthony Pardee was the son of John. From the parish register 
of Uffculme, Devon (near Pitminister), we have that the children of John 
Pardee were: Anthony (christened, July 26, 1591), Robert (March 10, 
1592-3), Nathaniel (June 19, 1596), Sara (Sept. 2, 1599), Sara (April 10, 
1600), and John (Aug. 20, 1601). Here we have the same record of the four 
sons of John who appeared a few years later in the Pitminister records. 


The first reference we have to Anthony Pardee, father of the emi- 
grant, is his marriage at Pitminister, near Taunton, Somerset County, May 
3, 1614, to Anstice Cox. In the entry in the parish register the name of his 
father, John Pardee, is given, which was most uncommon at that date, 
and consequently we may assume that he was a man of importance in the 
parish. Anstice was the youngest daughter of John Cox of Pitminister, 
where he was baptized Oct. 4, 1587, and his wife, Alice Walsbeer. 
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According to an entry in an Account Book of the Consistory Court 
of the Bishop of Bath and Wells, Rev. Anthony Pardee was a Puritan and 
a schoolmaster of Pitminister, and a Latin scholar. He was licensed as curate 
of St. Mary Magdalen, Taunton, Jan. 25, 1627/28, by William Bishop of 
Bath and Wells—afterwards the famous Archbishop of Canterbury. 
Anthony was ordained priest March 9, 1627/28, by Robert, Bishop of Bristol. 
He was surrogate for the Archdeacon of Taunton. Anthony Pardee, accord- 
ing to the register of St. Mary, was buried Jan. 14, 1645/6. 


Anthony Pardee had seven children, all bapt. at Pitminister, as fol- 
lows: Elizabeth, Martha, John, Grace, Katherine, George and Barbara. 


George Pardee, the sixth of the above seven children—and the emi- 
grant ancestor of this family—was bapt. Feb. 19, 1623/24 at Pitminister. 
He emigrated to America and first appears in New Haven, Conn., in 1644; 
admitted freeman 1662. He was learned in the ancient languages. 


When a colony school for the teaching of Latin, Greek and Hebrew, 
was founded in New Haven in 1660 (this school is still in existence), the 
third oldest preparatory school in the country, George Pardee was the third 
rector of the school—then named the Hopkins Grammar School. At that 
time, the term “rector” was the same as “headmaster.” He was again ap- 
pointed in 1674. In 1678 he is listed as a planter. He died at New Haven, 
April 1700. 


George Pardee married (1) Oct. 20, 1650, Martha Miles (who died 
1662), daughter of Deacon Richard Miles; married (2) Dec. 29, 1662, 
Katherine Lane; married (3) before 1689, Rebecca—. 


By the above first marriage, there were five children: John, a second 
John, George, Mary and Elizabeth. 


By the above second marriage, there were four children: Joseph, 
Rebecca, Sarah and Hannah. 


George Pardee, the only son to marry and have issue, of the five 
children of the first marriage of the first George Pardee and Martha Miles, 
was born New Haven, Conn., Jan. 15, 1656, and died East Haven, Nov. 22, 
1723. He managed the large farm and was a juryman. He married (1) Feb. 
10, 1676, Mercy Ball, born about 1654, died Aug. 13, 1684, daughter of Alling 
and Dorothy Ball; married (2) Feb. 11, 1686, Mercy Denison, born July 26, 
1668, died 1757, daughter of James and Bethia (Boykin) Denison. By the 
first marriage, there were four children: Mary, Elizabeth, Martha and John. 
By the second marriage, there were seven children: James, George, Stephen, 
Sarah, Ebenezer, Elizabeth and Mary. 


George Pardee, the second of the seven children by the above second 
marriage, born East Haven, Conn., Jan. 1690, died there Oct. 1763. He mar- 
ried Sarah Bradley, daughter of Isaac and Elizabeth Bradley. They had 
four children: Isaac, Mercy, Jacob and Lydia. 


Jacob Pardee, the third of the above four children, born East Haven, 
Conn., about 1727, died there Aug. 10, 1807; married Mary Hemingway, born 
April 19, 1737, died May 19, 1802, daughter of Deacon Samuel and Mehitabel 
(Denison) Hemingway. They had eleven children: Abijah, Jacob, Chandler, 
Sarah, Mary, John, Eunecia, Abraham, Elizabeth, Louisa and Abraham. 
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Abijah Pardee, eldest of the above eleven children, born East Haven, 
Conn., Jan. 1753, died there Sept. 10, 1832. His house was burned by the 
British in 1779. He served in the Revolution 178—81. He married Dec. 9, 1777, 
Rosanna Moulthrop, born March 1761, died Sept. 27, 1844, daughter of John 
and Abigail (Holt) Moulthrop. They had nine children: Isaac Holt, Polly, 
Clarissa, Abijah, Maria, Sarah, George, Anne and Sarah. 


Isaac Holt Pardee, the eldest of the above nine children, born East 
Haven, Conn., about 1781, died there July 31, 1822; married June 5, 1806, 
Sally Hotchkiss, born March 19, 1781, died Dec. 15, 1838, daughter of Isaac 
and Lydia (Fields) Hotchkiss. They had five children: Samuel, Clarissa, 
Lydia Fields, George and Elizabeth Maria. 


IVES BRANCH 


Elizabeth Maria Pardee, the youngest of the above five children, 
born East Haven, Conn., Feb. 24, 1820, died Rubicon, Wisconsin, Oct. 19, 
1907, where they removed in 1846. She married March 28, 1842, William 
Augustus Ives. 


Tradition has it that the Ives family is of Norman origin and trace 
back to Rowliff de St. Ives, a follower of William the Conqueror. He had 
lands granted to him in Cornwall, which took his name. The Ives Arms 
indicates that the family fought in the Crusades and the Crest that it was 
under the “Sovereign Duke” the Duke of Normandy. 


IVES ARMS: Argent a chevron sable between three blackamoor’s 
heads couped proper. CREST: A boar passant proper collared and chained 
or. MOTTO: Fortes Fortuna Juvat. 


The emigrant ancestor of this family was William Ives, born in Eng- 
land about 1607, died 1648. He arrived in Boston 1635, and was a founder 
of the Quinnipiac Colony. He married Hannah, and had four children: 
Phebe, John, another girl, and Joseph. 


Joseph Ives, the youngest of the above four children, born about 
1648, died Nov. 17, 1694. He settled in Wallingford; was a signer of the 
Wallingford Agreement, then moved to North Haven, Conn. He married 
Jan. 2, 1672, Mary Yale, daughter of Thomas and Mary (Turner) Yale. They 
had ten children: Joseph, Mary, Mary, Samuel, Martha, Lazarus, Thomas, 
Abigail, John and Ebenezer. 


Samuel Ives, the fourth of the above ten children, born Nov. 6, 1677, 
died Nov. 24, 1726. Deacon; ensign. Married Jan. 3, 1705, Ruth Atwater, 
daughter of Jonathan and Ruth (Peck) Atwater. They had nine children: 
Mary, Lydia, Samuel, Ruth, Jonathan, David, John, Damaris and Phebe. 


Samuel Ives, the eldest of the above nine children, born Sept. 16, 
1711, died Jan. 31, 1784; Deacon at North Haven. Married June 13, 1744, 
Mary Gilbert, born Jan. 15, 1717, died after 1792, daughter of Joseph and 
Mary (Potter) Gilbert. Issue, four children: Samuel, Lois, Levi and Mary. 


Dr. Levi Ives, the third of the above four children, born May 24 (old 
style) to June 4 (new style), 1750, died Oct. 17, 1826; physician of New 
Haven, Conn, Married (1) April 22, 1772, Lydia Augur, born Sept. 30, 1753, 
died Sept. 10, 1802, daughter of Abraham and Elizabeth (Bradley) Augur. 
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(Dr. Ives was one of the Founders of First Medical Journal written in the 
United States. Called “Beloved Physician”. He married (2) Jan. 8, 1804, 
Margaret Bird. By the first marriage, there were nine children, and by the 
second marriage, three children as follows: Levi, Mary, Elihu, Eli, Polly, 
Nancy, Sophia, William and Lydia; Samuel Bird, Henry and Jennett. 


Elihu Ives, the third of the nine children by the above first marriage, 
born Aug. 10, 1777, died Oct. 2, 1849; merchant of New Haven. Married (1) 
March 16, 1802, Polly Northrop, who died a few months after her marriage; 
married (2) July 29, 1804, Lucy Whittimore, born March 6, 1781, died Feb. 
8, 1848. There were ten children by the second marriage: Mary, Mary N., 
William Augustus, Jane C., Sophia, Ann V., Elihu L., Lucy W., George W., 
and Lydia A. 


William Augustus Ives, first son and third child of the above second 
marriage, born New Haven, Conn., Dec. 26, 1809, died Rubicon Township, 
Dodge County, Wis., July 16, 1885. Taught school; was Captain of the 
schooner “William H. Turner” in 1837; keeper of the Light at Morris Cove, 
New Haven. Removed to Wisconsin in 1846, purchasing a farm at Rubicon; 
was town superintendent and also school commissioner. 

William Augustus Ives married, March 22, 1842, Elizabeth Maria 
Pardee—as previously mentioned. 


By the above marriage, there were eight children as follows:

Feb. 24, 1880, Alexander Gordon Hutchinson, born East Troy, Wis., Nov. 15, 
1846, died Wauwatosa, Wis., Dec. 25, 1939. . 


Alexander Hutchinson, father of the above Alexander Gordon 
Hutchinson, was born in Scotland in 1809, and died in Wisconsin in 1857. 
He was a machinist in England and worked on the first locomotive which 
went on its maiden voyage from Manchester to Liverpool. He came to 
America in 1843 and settled at East Troy, Wis., with his wife, Emma Hill- 
yard, who was born in England in 1815, and died in Wisconsin in 1867. 


Alexander Gorson and Lucy Whittemore (Ives) Hutchinson, had 
two children:

Was a farmer until his retirement 
in 1917; moved to Loyal, Wis., and then to Marshfield, Wis., in 1921, making 
his home two years prior to his death, with his daughter Mrs. William 
Maluge. He was a musician, and also served several years on the school 
board in Fremont township, Clark County, Wis. 


He married, Oct. 10, 1883, Fannie Elizabeth Smith, born Rockton, 
Illinois, Aug. 5, 1865, died Dec. 31, 1901.

While on the return trip 
to an Education Convention at Boulder, Colo., the train was wrecked. Prof. 
Ives suffered a broken back and died a few days later, July 5, 1924.

24, 1743, Weltheon Cook, born Aug. 20, 1724, died Nov. 19, 1804, daughter of 
Bradford and Lydia (Ripley) Cook. They had nine children: Irene, Samuel, 
Weltheon, Gamahiel, William, Augustus, Parthena, Calvin and Asena. 


Captain Samuel Pardee, the eldest son of the above nine children, 
born Sharon, Conn., March 7, 1746, died April 26, 1827. He married Oct. 12, 
1769, Faith Brewster, born Nov. 18, 1746, died Dec. 26, 1815, daughter of 
Captain James and Faith (Ripley) Brewster, and descendant of Elder Wil- 
liam Brewster, Mayflower Pilgrim. By this marriage, there were nine chil- 
dren: Lavinia, Augustus S., Thomas, Betsey, Asenath, Luther, Orrin, James 
and Laura. 


Captain Orrin Pardee, the seventh of the above nine children, born

In 1848, he built a gravity 
railroad to Penn Haven as an outlet for the products of his mines, but 
later the Lehigh Valley R.R. served this purpose. He engaged in iron 
manufacture and in 1888 was the owner of blast furnaces in Pa., N. Y., 
N. J., Va. and Tenn. 
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At the outbreak of the Civil War in 1861, he fitted out at his own 
expense, a military company, with which his eldest son, Ario, Jr., served 
attaining the rank of brigadier general in 1865. 


In 1864, Mr, Pardee became interested in Lafayette College at Eas- 
ton, Pa. He gave a large donation which put the college out of its financial 
difficulties, and a new building was erected with his further donations.
